THE GREAT STRIKE. 

Other Hallways Forced to Abandon Their 
Serrice-fliotous Strikers Arrested. 

Chicago, July 1. — At 10:<1() this morning 
notice wuh ponted in tho Rouk Island depot 
as follows : "All trainB on tho R.I, are 
abandoned until furthor notice." Tho 
notice includes tho entire Rock Island ser- 
vice — suburbaD, local and through train?, 
both freight and passenger. Not a train 
entered the Rook Island depot this morning 
over the Rock Island and nono moved out. 

This afternoon, ut Blue Island, Illinoio, 20 
miles out on tho Rock Island railway, a riot, 
occurred between BuikerB and a posse. It 
is not known how soriuus it was. Several 
arrests wore mado and the prisoners aro bo- 
ing brought to tho city in carriages. 

At Riversdalc, 23 miles out on tho P. n 
Handle road, a mob of 500 congregatod and 
threatened troublo to incoming passenger 
trains thin evening. Aid has been asked 
for and a posBo and U, S. marshal havo 
loft for the scene. 

WINNIPEG, July 1.— Tho A. R. U. em- 
ployes of tho Northern Pacific hero weio 
ordered to qnit work this morning and no 
trains doparted for tho South. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, July 1. — Tho Queon 
and Crescent and Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton engineers liuvo just dscidfd to 
s'riko. Tho big four and Louisville & 
Nashville men aro still in session.

CAMOT'S FUNERAL. 



Accorded all the Honors That Church 
and State Could 
Render. 



An Imposing- Pageant— The Religious 
Services -Due Honors Paid the 
Ncav President. 



Orations Pronounced by Leading Citi- 
zens—The Deceased's Last 
Resting Place. 



Paris, July 1. — Amidst tho intonso heat 
of the sun pouring from a oloudloas Bky all 
Paris and thousands upon thousands of peo- 
ple from tho provinces, and from tho various 
countries of the continent, witnessed to-day 
ono of tho most imposing spectacles tho 
pageant-loving republic of Franco has over 
seen. Tho streets wore throngod from the 
dawn of day with ovcry species of citizens, 
all eager to cxtraot cntortainmout from a 
typical French holiday. It was plainly cvi- 
dont that undor their real sympathy and 
sorrow tho French lovo of pageantry wa3 in- 
tensely delightod and satisfied. Genuine 
sympathy was shown in a hundred different 
ways, from tho bit of crape on tho arm or in 
the buttonhole to tho draping of houtca and 
sending expensive wreaths to tho palace of 
the ElyBeo, 

All day Saturday Paris was on foto. Visi- 
tors wore arriving and crowds thronged tho 
boulevards until a late hour in tho night, 
purchasing mourning decorations and in- 
specting tho wreaths which the floristB had 
placed upon tho sidcwalkB tagged with 
curds bearing tho n-mc-s of tho donors 
awaiting traunportation to tho palace. Tho 
ccfo ohantants aud the Punch and Judy 
Bhows in tho Chomps Elyueo wore 
jammed with people, uud in tho 
palace gardens the bands blared and 
playod all day Saturday to onormous 
crowds. A great number of persona secur- 
ed advantageous places on the sidewalks on 
Saturday ovening ar.d romaincd in them all 
night in ordor to hold them. All of tho 
windows along tho route of the procession 
were lot out at fabulous prlcoB and in many 
cases they were put in the possession of care- 
takers until the lesaeeB came to occupy 
them, lest they should bo eeizad by others 
loss fortunate. There was a total absence 
of stands along tho route though thousands 
of tho chairs and Btop ladders wero rented 
at a frano a head. Throughout the city and 
especially along tho line of march thousands 
of laborers workod all night decorating tho 
buildings with crape and other embloms of 
mourning. 

Tho decorations for the moat part were 
tasteful and oxpensive. Moat of the publio 
buildinga wore heavily draped and the front 
of the Pantheon was entiroly covered with 
black cloth bordered with white. The ca- 
thedral of Notre Dame was also 
draped, though not so profusely as 
the Pantheon, and an immonao tri- 
color banner, with orapo edges and drapery 
hung botweon the pillars of the ediSce. 
Tho Palais Bourbon, where tho sessions of 
the chamber of deputies aro hold, was pro- 
fusely draped with crapo, and tri-colored 
(lags at half-mast protruded from many 
windows. From thousands of windows and 
roofs, eepooially in tho poorer quarters of 
tho city, tho draped Hag of tho republic was 
displayed, and tho BhopB and oven the small 
Bteamers on the river were similarly decor- 
ated. Omuibua horsos carriod Bmall French 
Hags in groups of three and four faatcned to 
tliedr bridles and other parts of thoir har- 
ness, and in ovory conceivable way tho high 
degree of taato in French art was displayed 
in the muttor of decorations. Hundreds of 
be-craped American flags hung in front of 
tho American shops, and tho atara and 
Btripea wero ulao conspicuously diaplayed in 
front of American roBidenceB. Tho street 
lamps on tho lino of march from tho Elysee 
Palace to tho Cathedral of Notre Dame wero 
draped with crapo and wero well lighted 
throughout the day. Tho statue of Jeanne 
d'Aro, in tho Rue do Rivoli, held a drooping 
tri-color draped with hlack, and in front of 
tho opera house wore thrco standards 
grouped and a lino of flags along tho balcony 
facing tho Pluco de l'Opora. All of these 
decorations forcibly rocalled tho Ruosian 
feteB, though they were not nearly so ex- 
treme. 

At an early hour in the morning dologo- 
tione began marching to the ElyBee palace, 
boaring wreaths and other emblems of 
mourning. The btreeta leading to tho palaco 
woro cordoned with police at 7 o'clock in tho 
morning, aud those who held tickota of in- 
vltotiou entered through tho door of honor, 
oponiDg in the courtyard, tho walls of which 
woro completely covered with black hang- 
ings bordered with white, togotherwith tri- 
colors and medallions bearing tho letters 

RF." Over tho immense catafalque 
which stood in tho centre of tho courtyard 
was spread a black bund with two largo 
white letters " C," and a bluok canopy 
trimmed with silvor and with a 
silvered Bummit covered tho ooflin. 
Tho catafalque was turroundod with 
burial palms and flowers and tho count- 
leas wreaths which had been contributed by 
friends and members of the family. A 
number of candelabra woro placed around 
tho head of tho collin, on the right of which 
wore tho wreaths sent by President Cosi- 
mir-Porier, the Czar of Russia, tho King of 
Portugal, tho Kiug of Spain, tho King of 
the Belgians, tho King of Roumania, tho 
Bay of Tunis and tho Grand Duko of Luxem- 
bourg. On tho left of tho coffin woro tho 
wreaths sent by tho Quoen of Groat Britain, 
tho Queon of tho Netherlands, tho Queen of 
Portugal, tho King of Italy, tho Emperor of 
Gormany, tho King of Sweden and Norway, 
tho King of Servia, tho Duko of Madrid 
(Don Carlofl) and tho President of' tho Re- 
public of 'Venezuela. Tho catafalque, which 
blooked tho main entranco to tho palace, 
waB guarded by Boldiera, and four nuns wore 
kneeling behind it. The passage on either 
Bido led to tho grand staircase. Tho dole- 
gates arriving passed Bilently along theee 
passages after saluting tho dead and found 
places in tho rooms above. Tho rooms to 
tho right and left of tho catnfol- 
quo woro respectively icscrvod for the 
ministry of tho state and tho fnroign 
diplomats, and tho representatives of the 
army and navy aDd tho courts wore u!co 
provided with places in soparato rooms 
draped in a manner similar to tho court 
yard. Other prominent persons ond bodioe 
found poaitionB in tho bull room, the con- 
servatory and elsewhere. The statuary, 



chandeliers, etc , in all tho rooms woro 
cjvered with orapo. Although 9 o'clock 
waa the time appointed for tho beginning of 
the funeral exercises and the moving of the 
procession, the delegates wero still arriving 
at 10 o'olook, completely filling tho treo 
lined gardens surrounding the pond aud tho 
bird house at the lower ond. 

The Bcone in the gardens was a moat 
brilliant ono. Men in gay colored uniforms, 
their breaBta glittering with decorations, 
mingled with civilians in sombro evening 
dress, attendants and judges in black and 
crimson gowns. There was ecarcoly a person 
present who was not in uniform or evening 
dress. Tho preBenco of a number of cars laden 
with wreaths, waiting thoir turn to join the 
procession, heightened tho featival character 
of the soeno, and it was easy to imugino that 
tho gathering waB for the purpoao of holding 
a state festivity. Tho roar of tho surging 
city and tho boating of tho drums of tho 
arriving military woro faintly hoard in tho 
peaceful gardens. On tho west Bido of the 
gardens, skirting tho Avenuo de Murigny, 
tho procession was soon forming ; spectators 
woro crowding the rcofB, windows, wallB 
and pavomenlB, ond hundreds of people 
climbed into the trees In tho streets uu- 
molestod by tho police, who wero noticab'y 
fow in number. Tho crowds «ero remark- 
ably orderly. Wino and water vendors did 
a good business in consequence of the intonso 
hoat. In tho court yurd tho Cure of La Made- 
leine church Baid the customary prayers, 
prinkling tho cefliti with holy water. As 
the bearers lifted tho coflin to thoir should- 
ers, the first gun boomed on the Eaplanudo 
doa Invulidcn, and continued at intervals of 
two minutcB until 101 wero fired. 

From tho Ruo Saint Honoro exit down 
tho Avonuo do Marigny and through tho 
Champs Elyeeo tho procession entered the 
Place do la Concorde, hooded by Geuorul 
Sauasior, military governor of Puris. who 
was escorted by the Republican guards 
Ton cara piled full of wreaths followed. 
Tho firat contoinod the wreaths Bent by 
members of tho Senate, compoacel of orchiela 
and asters with a mauvo background, 
In the second oar were tho wreaths of 
the Chamber of Deputies, consisting 
of suporb roses, orchids and lilies. Theao 
cara woro followed by those containing tho 
contributions of tho provincial authorities 
and foreign representatives, then come a 
band with muilled drums ond the wreaths 
contributed by tho royalties, all of which 

ero carried on trestles by cadets from the 
St. Cyr military school and preceded by the 
wreathB aent by President Casimir Perior. 
Next in ordor wero tho coaches containing 
the clergy, which wore immediately in front 
of the houise. Tho hearse was (linked by a 
guard of honor oomposod of cadets from tho 
Ecole Polytochnique and was dvawn by six 
splendidly caparisoned horses. 

Tho coffin was hidden beneath tho folds 
of a silk trioolored flag. M. Carnot's sorv- 
antB in livory camo next with the dead 
President's family, his throo sons walking in 
tho first line, and hia brother, Adolphe (Jar- 
not, and his cousins and son-in-law behind. 
Madame Carnot waa not preBent, being com- 
pletely prostrated by the excitement of tho 
past woek. Behind the family of M. Car- 
not came President Perier in full evening 
dress, with a broad crape band, upon 
his hat and tho grand cordon of 
tho Legion of Honor across hia breast. 
Following tho president were his sooretariea. 
Behind these wore the presidents of the 
senate and chamber, ambassadors, mini- 
ters, cardinals, marshals, diplomatic en- 
voys, secretaries, and attaches, senators, 
deputies, and personal friends, conspicuous 
mombors of the legion of honor, members of 
the institute of Franco, representatives of 
tho law courta, the department of publio 
instruction and tho national financial insti- 
tutions, clergymen of all creeds, prefects of 
tho Seine, tho PariB municipal council, 
municipal councils from the provinces, de- 
putations from the army, navy and oollego 
of Franco, representatives of tho French 
and foreign press, notaries, auctioneers, 
brokers, and bo on. Tho sonators and de- 
puties woro in ovoning dresa and wore tri- 
colored sashes. Tho judges wero in flowing 
robes, according to their grades, ormlnod or 
of plain black watered Bilk, and tho facul- 
ties of tho schools of law uud letters woro 
yellow r>r purple, and tho aoadomicans 
green embroidered coats and trousers and 
carried swords. A dotachment of veterauB 
from tho Hotel des In glides, carrying a 
tioatlo upon which waa an immenae wreath, 
wero loudly applauded aa they passed. 

Tho procession passed along tho Rue do 
Rivoli to tho Plaoo do l'Hotel do Villo aud 
over tho Quai Sovrea bridge to tho Place do 
Notre Dame, Aa tho end of tho procession 
left tho Palaco of tho Elysee an over limb 
broke from a tree, precipitating a number of 
sight-seors to the ground, Several of them 
wero hurt, ono or two badly. A number of 
persona woro prostrated by sunatroko, in- 
cluding a member of tho President's mili- 
tary household. There woro other minor 
accidents, but on tho wholo tho day was re- 
markably frecfromcaBuulties. The pracossion 
arrived at tho Cathedral of Notro Dame at 
12:30. Only tho tone of the aonoroua bell 
was heard as tho column disappeared slowly 
within tho massdvo doors, Tho novo and 
sides of tho cathedral hud boon draped heav- 
ily in black fringed with Bilvor. Tho walla 
wero sprinkled thickly with shields bearing 
tho letters " R.F," (Republic of France) and 
" C." (Carnot). 

As tho procession moved up tho aisle tho 
tolling of tho bells waa gradually loot to 
hearing amidst tho pealing of the organ un- 
dor Saint Saens' maBtcrly touoh. While the 
strains of tho funoral march were filling 
every cornor of tho great building tho lino 
of mourners walked Blowly by the c:opo- 
oovered pulpit, There M, Casiniir-Porier, 
as chief of state, had an isolated seat. On 
tho left was the ohoir, and behind sat the 
delegates in processional ordor, Monsignor 
Forratu, the Papal nuncio, and personal re- 
prenonttttivo of His Holinoas, togothei with 
tho Papal soorotaries, attrnotod the most 
attention from tho gallery, for they uppoared 
in all the glory of their vestments of office. 
Tho coffin was placed in tho catafalque sur- 
rounded by a forest of caudles, ond near by 
wore tho groat men of tho Papal hiorachy, 
Cardinal Langimieux, Arohbishop of tho 
Soino, Cardinal Richards tho Archbishop of 
Paris and tho Archbishop and Bishops from 
Lyons, Sons, and Boauvais. Besido them 
wore tho Parisian rectorB, canons, curutea, 
and tho Armenian patriarchs. They 
appeared in all tho pomp of 
thoir church vestments. Aa thoy 
advance to tho catafalque thoy recited 
prayers. Oppoaito President Porior's seat 
thoy all bowed and ho responded with a 
deep inclination of the head. The prioHts 
gathered round the catafulque. Tho litur- 
gical prayers followod, tho Prcsidont stouel- 
iog with hia head rovcrantly bowed. Dean 
do l'Escalle celebrated low moss at tho high 
altar. Meantime Sainte Sons brought forth 
wonderful tones from the orgaD, and the 



choir sang Gounod's " Mors et Vila," " Dies 
Iruo " and parts of " Pio Jeeu " from tho 
organist's Recpuiom Mbbs. 

At tho moment of tho elevation of (he 
host, the maBter of ceromonieB approached 
Caaimir-Perier and bowed profoundly to 
intimate that he might stand and tho 
President did so. When tho hell sounded 
the invitation to meditation, the priest 
bowod low, and aa the heads of tho 
mourners, the diplomats, the generals and 
tho judges Bank forward, tho scene illus- 
trated improssivoly the notion's grief. Tho 
light came but dimly through the 
stained windows. Tho shadows of 
the heavy black hangings rested upon 
tho wholo assemblage, deadening tho 
brilliancy of uniforms and robea of office. 
Aftor a short sermon the Archbishop of 
Paris extended his hands and gavo absolu- 
tion. The bearors took tho coffin und bore 
it down' the aisle ; tho clergy with lighted 
tapers in hand accompanied it to the door. 
All tho bollB in the city were tolling a8 the 
proceaaion formed ag . : n and moved on to 
the Pantheon. It was a quarter to 3 o'clock, 
when General Sausaier and his staff at the 
head of the column approached the building. 
The throng wbb enormous but impreesively 
quiet. There wero occasionally shouts for 
Casimir-Porier, but tho President 3ilenced 
them with a doprecatoiy wave of tho hand. 
W. thin tho Pantheon a huge blaok canopy 
depended from the ceiling to the floor and 
uuder this the dead President was pluced, 1 
Tho draping was tho same aa at tho funeral 
of Victor Hugo. 

M. Challemel Lacour delivered on oration 
on behalf of tho eonato, in which ho said : 
"My thoughts ond perhaps yours reveit 
back fivo years, whon there occurred a cele- 
bration analogous to thia though less tragic, 
and undor the same roof. In 1S89 the name 
of Carnot reaounded throughout Frunce, and 
tho remains of Lazare Carnot wero depoait- 
od here, receiving tho homugo of the paople. 
Aa compared with hiB ancestor the martyred 
President.^ aa a moat pacifio chief of state. 
His private and public lifo wore not stained, 
and it would be moat difficult for tho most 
severe judge to find against him any grounds 
for serious reprcach. Kindness was the 
dominating trait of hia character. He never 
know anger, and never u thought of ven- 
geance touched his heart. If he waa not in- 
capable of harboring feelings of indignation 
he certainly never harbored hatred. During 
the lugubrious dayB, whon he vot; d a con- 
tinuation of war, he aspired without irri- 
tation against anybody to ensure not a long 
war, but peace, durable because it was ein- 
cero. Lazare Carnot and his grandson both 
loved Franco with tho same love, and with 
a devotion that mokea France strong and 
grateful." 

M. Demahy, first vice-president of tho 
chamber of deputies, pronounced an oration 
on behalf of that body, in which ho express- 
ed deep sorrow, coupled with the feeling of 
intense indignation which is universally fult. 
The chamber of deputies and the nation, he 
said, aro in mourning over tho deed of the 
aBsassin. He recalled the day when 
the lamented President wis a mem. 
bor of the chamber of deputies. 
He was courtaous and industrious, 
and hiB firmness of character was aB pro- 
verbal as his probity. The death of the 
chief executive of tho state had never pro- 
voked more unanimous or more sincere re- 
grets than had tho death of M, Carnot. 
Love for France was his watch-word, 

Premier Dupuy, on behalf of the govern- 
ment, spoke with great feeling and impres- 
sions. He was reminded, he said, of a 
phrase in one of M. Carnot's meaoagc-a : 
" All the strength, all the devotion that I 
poBBess, belong to my country." Ho keph 
more than his promise, M. Dupuy > aid, and 
has given his very lifo. He died for France. 
The asaaeain who struck the chief of the 
state waa exercising aguinat tho defender of 
tho constitution and tho guardian of the 
laws the vindictive savagery of 
an association whioh all countries 
repudiato, and which all nations 
by concerted action will reduce to impo- 
tence. M. Carnot, he said, fell a soldier on 
tho field of honor. Ho fell ua he was leav- 
ing a meeting where his cordial worda had 
charmed all minds and hiB appeal for con- 
cord had moved every heart. He had look- 
ed forward to the time of retirement and 
rest from the cares of tho presidency when 
ho should be able to devote himself entirely 
to hia wife and childron. He had never in- 
tended to stand again for the chief magis- 
tracy believing that although the letter of 
the constitution would allow his re-election 
the spirit of republican insti'ut ons waa 
against it. Tho only reason ho had not 
made hia intention known was that he did 
not wish to detract from the position of Pre- 
sident in the oyea of foreigners. Ho had tho 
highest conception of the role of Presi- 
dent. He considered it impossible that 
Franco could be represented by too innch 
dignity and without abandoning his instinc- 
tive republican eympathy he gavo to tho 
presidency a hearing which responded to the 
natiou'd sentimonts and interests at home 
and abroad and inspired tho rospeot and 
ostoern of all. Hor debt to Carnot France 
will never forgot. M. Dupuy'a conoluding 
worda wero very touching. After spoaking 
of M. Carnot's solicitude for and constant 
giving to the poor and humble, tho working 
aud tho suffering, ho said: " Dear Presi- 
dent, your memory will not poriah. France 
will bo ever grateful to ono who has served 
her faithfully and represented har honor- 
ably, ond who by oxample and eounsol has 
prepared tho woy for a union of all true 
eons of Franco and a common love of the 
republic end fatherland." 

Genoral Andre feelingly responded in 
tho name of tho Carnot family and thoir 
friends. 

After tho speoohea tho coffin was taken to 
tho porch where it was placed between urns 
of inoonao. All tho troops of tho garrison 
and tho auburba then marched past. The 
mombers of tho Cornot family, President 
Porior, tho representatives of foreign pow- 
ers and tho delegations from tho judiciary 
and the departments, and hundreds of 
others stood on tho atepB while the military 
filed by. At 5 o'olook tho march post was 
ovor aud tho represontacives of the govern- 
ment left. The numerous dolegotionB be- 
gan bringing thoir wreaths in a fow minutes 
lator, but not until 7 o'olook were 
the last of tho flowcra laid on tho porch. 
Tho coffin \va3 placed temporarily in the 
crypt between tho bodies of Rousaoau and 
Victor Hugo. It Blonds on a atruoluro re- 
sembling an altar draped in black. Later 
it will bo placed iu tho vault beaide Genoral 
Lszarre Carnot, tho organizer of victory. 
The crowda molted awoy quiotly in the 
curly evening. They found the military 
f,till lined up iu tho BtreotB through whioh 
tho procoseion hod passed.

DECLARED NOT GUILTY. 



The Celebrated "Mary Parker" Scut- 
tling Case Kesults iu an 
Acquittal. 



Au Entirely Unanticipated Decision— 
The Substance of the 
Testimony. 



The Mary Parker case, before the United 
States court at Seattle Saturday, has thrown 
a considerable amount of now light on the 
mysterious sinking of the schooner off Race 
Rocks. 

Capt. F. L. Banga and Jamea Heay both 
took the ataud. 

Heay told about tho trouble the vossel 
had on hor way down Sound, saying she was 
twice nearly lost, once at Bushy Point and 
again at Neah Bay. On cross-examination 
he admitted that he had been reminded of 
thia by the counsel, having forgotten it the 
previous day. His cross-examination dealt 
at great length with the position of the ves- 
sel when she was sunk. Ho said ho did not 
look at the charts before tho veaael went 
down nor rescue them, and, when asked if 
he did not aay in his confession that she was 
sunk in seventy ; four fathoms of water and 
that he got this information from the chart, 
said that he looked at the chart at Ballard 
on his return. He said the vessel was 
headed towards Victoria with her stern 
towards Duugencss and then waa confronted 
with his confession, in which he said alio 
was lying botween Victoria and Port 
Angeles about six miles northeast of Raee 
Rocks, heading for Port Angeloa light with 
tho Victoria light right on hor Btorn. He 
explained tho discrepancy by saying that ho 
intended tho coufeaoion to refer to the direc- 
tion and position of tho small boat in which 
he escaped after the wreck. 

Tho testimony of Captain Bangs was 
principally directed to support that of Heay 
regarding tho transactions with McCarthy, 
particularly Campbell's visit to his house. 
He pronounced tho vessel to havo boon vory 
old and rotten. Ha generally confirmed 
Hcay's Btory, but on croas-examination 
denied almoat everything. 

Bangs' wife, his sisters, Mra. I. A. Jud- 
kins and Mrs. Etta. McKay, and his father, 
all gave ovidenco designed to prove that 
Bangs was iuBo.no and had been ao for tho 
laat year. Thoy said ho had been absent- 
minded and would continually walk the 
floor and allowed othor signa of insanity. 

Commissioner C. 1). Emery and Deputy 
Marshal E. V. Rugor, teatifiod that both 
Bangs and Heay had voluntarily ad- 
mitted to them that their confeaBionB wore 
truo. Captain F. J. Burns gave further 
ovidenco as to tho insurance. 

Dotootivo McCarthy was rooallod in re- 
buttal of Heay's story and denied it en- 
tirely, saying that ho had offorod no roward, 
that there waa no auch man as Campbell, 
and that he hud no confederates in his 
scheme to got tho confessions except Captain 
Burna and Captain Bryant. 

Samuol C. Moore, ono of tho orew of tho 
Mary Parker, aaid tho voaaol was in a rotten 
condition, and was nearly lost twice on tho 
way to Noah bay. 

Much to tho aurpriao of tho proseoution, 
the jury late Saturday night brought in a 
verdiotof not guilty in tho cuao of both 
Captain Bangi and Heay. Tho argument 
for tho dofenoo wns mado in eloquent terms 
by S. H. Piles, who waa asaiatcd by Mr. 



Bromley, and United Suites Attorney Brin- 
kor cloBed for the r>roaeoution. " The re- 
Bult", aaya tho P. I., " may bo attributed 
directly to tho skillful management of the 
defence by Attorney S. H. Pilea." 

The Telegraph referring to tho matter 
aaya : " Probably the moBt remarkable case 
evor disposed of in tho federal court hero 
oloaed yosterday with a verdict quito as 
remarkable. Tho cuao was that of Frank 
L. Bangs and John Heay, charged with 
Bcuttling tho Boaling sohoonor Mary O. 
Parker. With two written confessions star- 
ing his clients in tho face, Lawyer Samuol 
H. PileB securod a vordiot . of not 
guilty on the evidence of the two 
defendants almost wholly unsupported. It 
was to tho general surprise of thoso 
who hoard tho tostimony that the dofond 
ants woro found not guilty. Tho jury was 
out but a short timo before it concluded that 
tho defendants should bo acquitted. Ono of 
tho jurors remarked afterward that 'Cap 
tain Banga cortainly acuttlod tho ship, hut 
under tho court's instructions Heay could 
not be convicted.' There waB no foundation 
for such a remark." 



THE SUBMERGED " HIVING." 



She Struck a Bock at the Bend of 
the River Near 



Efforts Advancing to Float the Wreck 
—Other Marine Move- 
ments. 



Tho reported wroek of tho Canadian Pa 
oific Navigation Company 'a steamer Williati 
Irving on Saturday aftornoon waa fully con 
firmed yeaterday, when meagre particulars 
of the accident were rocoived. Captain 
John Irving, general manager of tho com 
pany, is himaelf on tho aceno directing tho 
operationa of the workmen ongagod in tho 
work of raising tho unfortunate vessel, 
which it is expected will bo brought to the 
surface without vciy sorious difficulty. 

Six or seven largs pumps required ia the 
rescue work woro sent from hero yestorday, 
and it is thought that by to-morrow tho 
steamer will bo not only again afloat but on 
hor way to either Westminster or this city 
to bo thoroughly ropaired. Tho appended 
dispatch from tho Colonist's correspondent 
at Westminster gives tho few detaila at pre- 
sent available of the accident : 

" The steamer William Irving, while tow- 
ing the R. P. Rithot (bIio having beon un- 
fortuno enough to break her shaft), down 
the rivor, thia side of Agassiz, yesterday 
afternoon, in rounding a turn in tho rivor 
failed to make it successfully and atruok a 
rock, breaking in her bews and sinking al- 
moat immediately. No one was loat or in- 
jured, according to reports. 

" The steamer is now at the bottom of 
the river with throe feet of water on her 
decks ; tho Rithot is still in hor oompany 
and is not herself much damaged. Tho Irv- 
ing had freight and cattle on board at the 
time, which she succeeded in gotting aafely 
off." 

THE " VOLUNTEER " RETURNS. 

The sealing schooner Volunteer, Captain 
Wheeler, returned to Seattle on Friday 
night from a long cruiee in northern waters. 
She had aboard 99 akins and ono pup sb tho 
reault of her catoh. When the Volunteer 
left Pugot Sound last winter she cruised 
along tho southern coast and then camo 
north and left 190 akins at Port Angeles, 
after which she departod for Alaskan waters. 
The Volunteer is the boat which, acoordiDg 
to recent dispatches Bent out by Port 
Townsend correspondents, gave tho Mo- 
hican, tho flagship of the American Behring 
Sea patrol fleet, a lively chase. Thia story 
the captain of tho schooner denies in toto. 
MARINE NOTES. 

A pleasant change of climato from that 
experienced at sea was roalimd by the pas- 
sengers on the stoamship City of Puebla 
arriving from Sun Francisco last evening. 
A largo number of tho passengers landed 
hero, among whom wore many Viotoriana 
returning home after seeing tho fair. Aa 
froight tho ship hud a big load, princihally 
thia season's fruit. Of thia Victoria'a 
amount was 143,8 tons. 

On Clark's ways tho tug Mogul ia under- 
going ropairB to her hull, preparatory fur 
aorvice. The steamer's machinery hus al- 
raady received attention, and it is expected 
that before very long tho tug will bo in good 
shape for work. 

Owing to her employment of carrying 
stone from tho Haddington Island quarry 
ceasing, tho steamer Coquitlam is now idle, 
and it is expected she will soon return to 
Vancouver. 

A oar load of beer from Toronto for Van- 
couver arrived on the City of Kingston on 
Saturday ovening, and will bo shipped to its 
destination probably to-morrow.

Gentlemen:— The gonoral olectlon now being 
nonr nt hand, nnd boing a candidate for re- 
election, 1 wiali to place my views on some of 
tho Questions commanding your nttontion. aa 
well as to intlmato tho lino of action which I 
shall fiko and tho measures which I Bhall if 
opportunity permits, support and maintain.' 

Tho p rty now In power havo practically hold 
olllco for ovor eleven yoars. Thoir jiolioy haa 
beon an indollnite ono on ninny of tile questions 
requiring consideration. At the luat general 
oleotion tho Opposition ndvocatod reform in 
the land laws of tho province, and havo been 
able to make somo important changes. 

Tho privilege of allowing speculators and 
non residents to tako up Urge truots of land 
has been taken away nnd tho landa aro now 
available for actual auttlera, 

By tho eil'orta of tho Opposition the assess- 
mout of wild land has been much improved; 
tho ad valorem principle of nssessmont accord- 
ing to tho land valuo, is now tin law. 

Tlioro aro two ossential mutters yot to bo enr- 
ried out in connection with the encouraging of 
ngrlculturo seUlers. First, tho surveying of 
available lands) for auch a Ipurposo and giving 
tho necesanry information by the Lands nna 
Works Department; second, tho making of 
roads to such settlements, so that the farmor 
may bo able to bring hie produce to market— 
such a policy ns this must bo udoptod in order 
to develop and oncourngo tho farming industry 
of our Provinao. By bo doing we shall add 
much to our wealth and prosperity. 

Tho railway policy of tho Hovornmont has 
not boon a business-like ono. From tho timo of 
tho grant given to tho Esquimau is Nanaimo 
Railway down to the Nanusp & Slocan deal, 
theinloros'sot tho Province nnd tho welfare 
of tho peoplo hnvo not beon well gu irdod. On 
tho one hand n corporation received a largo 
subsidy and an immense tract of land, freo 
from luxation for over ; on tho other, a private 
company is subsidized by gunranteoing tho 
bonds to tho full cost of tho road aa woll aa in- 
torost on tho snmo for twonty-ilvo years. Ono 
cannot but. como to tho conclusion that a Gov- 
ernment nolicy of such a character is likely to 
bring tho credit of the Frovlnco into disre- 
pute. 

Monopolies of any kind aro to bo doplorod: 
but monopolies backed by Government aid and 
support aro often the most difficult to over- 
co * o . Govornment aid to such an extent as 
lias been given in tho Instances referred to 
precludea othor roads from being assisted or 
built. Aa an InBtanco of Huh we recognlzo tho 
difficulty tho British Pacific Railway will havo 
in dealing with thoEsquimalt & Nanaimo Rail- 
way and its existing rights. Thus by tho action 
of tho present Govornment in tbo past it looks 
as if tho provlnco woro at tho mercy of ring- 
sters and monopolists who are dosrjoiling tho 
people of thoir heritage 

I am oppose! to tho oxeoutivo using its power 
to make largo appropriations ot nionoy by 
special warrant for roads, streets, bridges nnd 
public works, without llrst submitting such to 
tho legicluluro. Such a courso of action loads 
to favoritism and corruption and is not in ac- 
cord with tho principles of constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

I havo advocited, nnd will contlnuo to do ao, 
tho reduction of taxation on lmprovementeana 
tho abolition of taxes on mortgages. The lattor 
impost prossos doubly hard upon tho borrower, 
and tho repeal of this law would bo in tho in- 
terest and for tho advancement of the province, 

The practice fellowod on toe eve of a genoral 
election of promising aid to public works and 
Institutions by momborsof theexecutlvoehould 
bo condemned, as it is attempting to bribo tho 
olectors with thoir own money. Tho indepond- 
ont electors should answor this by sending men 
to tho Legislature who will do thoir utmoBt to 
romovosucli ministers from power. 

During tho past four yoirs legislation has 
been brought about, chiolly by tho Opposition, 
in reforming tho School Law. Tho residents of 
tho cities hnvo now greator power over the man- 
ngomont of thoir schools, and more la yot deslrod 
In this particular. I shall uso my best ondoav 
ors to bring this about, bo that our ecboola may 
bo free of all political lntluonces. 

I hnvo also ndvocatod further restriction on 
Chineso immigration nnd tho employment of 
Chincso by any company seeking charters or 
grants from the Legislature I havo advocated 
and still maintain that a clause Bhould bo In- 
sorted in all bills giving such privileges or aid 
to provont tho employment ot this class of 
labor. 

I also havo advocated tho necosslty of em- 
ploying res'donts of tho Provinco Instead of 
non-rosidontsorforoigiiors In tho prosecution of 
all works or contracts let by tho (Jovornment, 

It is impossible iu an nddi ess of this kind to 
touch on all questions affecting the Province. 
I hope, however, boforo long to havo tho oppor- 
tunity of addressing the electors In public 
meeting at which timo I will refor to matters 
moro extensively. 

Hoping that my past record as n representa- 
tive in tho Local Legislature has boon accept- 
nolo to you, I again seok your votes and sup- 
port.

A BATTLE OF GIANTS. 



Fight Between the Railway Com- 
pauii-s and Thijir Operatives 
a Tremendous One. 

Disasters "Which may Result Impossi- 
ble to Estimate-Half the Con- 
tinent Aiucted. 



Chicago, July 1.— The Pullman car boy- 
cott and tho union of twenty-seven railroad 
managers in a defensive alliance against what 
until now has appeared to bo a muahroom 
organization originated by professional agi- 
tators, marks the beginning of a combat- 
be tho roaultB what they may— which cannot 
fail to mark the beginning of a now ora both 
politically and financially. Defeat by either 
aide means death to tho aovoral interests in- 
volved. This much and more wae demon- 
strated yesterday when, in the heat of passion, 
spurred on by speeches calculated to arouse 
the utmost enthusiasm among laboring men, 
the many trade and labor unions of tho city 
and state, through their roproeentatives, 
voted to sustain lhe American Railway 
Union in its fight againHt the Pullman Co. 
and the railroads now represented in the 
General Managers Asaooiation. A meeting 
of tho chiefs and master.! of tho labor organi- 
zations in Chiaaeo was hold at the head- 
quarters of the Railway Union last night, 
ostensibly for tho purpose of proposing reso- 
lutions denouncing tho use of armed fores 
by corporations to opposo tho eontcatanta 
of the rights of labor, Tho question an- 
nounced aa involved was barely touched 
upon at the mooting, the resolution passed 
bearing chiefly on the attitude of the state 
officials and asking for the abrogation of 
all franchises held by railroada under the 
Btato law, which it claimB is being violated 
by tho road in refusing to supply trans- 
portation facilities unless t hoy are permit- 
ted to run Pullman cars. The most impor- 
tant e'nusea of tho resolution bearing on the 
action of the state ollicials woro drafted by 
a woman, Mrs. Fanny Kavanaugh, and the 
swinging into line of the many trade unions 
present was brought about by the 
Bpeechea made by prominent la- 
bor loaders of tho oity and 
Btato. While not acting in caucus tho unions 
were all pledged before the meeting to join 
in supporting tho railroad men in tneir 
struggle, and at a later meeting of tho Trade 
and Libor Aaaembly, the cuntral division of 
the united labor unions, a committee was 
appointed to wait upon the officials of the 
American Railway Union and offer tho uni- 
ted strength of every tradoand labor organ- 
izatiou in the city. 

The tender was made at headquarters yes- 
terday afternoon, and it was pledged that 
every union man in the oity would go out on 
strike immediately if tho officers of the 
American Railway Union deemed it neces- 
Bary. Tho propoaition mado and accepted 
was that in caso the trouble between the 
union and the railroads was not settlod 
within the next day or two, every union 
man in the City of Cuioago, from tho high- 
eat to the loweBt, would bo called 
out in sympathy with the railroad 
men. At the loweat estimato this means a 
strike among tho labor unions alono of over 
150.000 men. Adilod to this will be the 
many thouaanda who will be thrown out of 
employment by the forced abutting down of 
the industries affected by labor agitationB, 
It will mean ior Chicago alone the forced 
idleness of at least 20,000, not counting the 
railway men who are now out of work. It 
will moan crippling and great financial loas 
to hundreds of factories and corporations. 
The immensity of the lock-out or strike can- 
not bo estimated correctly at the 
present time, and the ultimate dis- 
aster which is bound to follow iB 
sufficient in appearance to caure the 
most courageous to ahudder. Wften

The firemen, trainmen, operators and 
clerks aro all reported out on the division 
mentioned, and further orders were isaued 
to tie up tho Wisconsin division as soon as 
possible. The moat important tie up of a 
new line was the strike ordered on tho 
Chicago & Calumet terminal, and tho walk- 
out has resulted in the closing d <wn of a 
number of factories using oil as fuel. It was 
reported at headquarters that the Calumot 
Btriko would result in the closing of the 
Standard Oil Company's plant. About 
~> 000 men are employod by the oil company 
h*re. Reports at headquarters are to the 
eff.c th >f rh« firemen on the Illinoia Cen- 
tr.,| rn,d Mym'n were out in a body. The 
firemtu'a dnisun on tho Contral numbora 
about 300. The firemen on tho Santa Fo 
have votod to withdraw from the Brother- 
hood and join the American Railway Union. 
A formal notico of surrender of the charter 
of tho lodgo,was sent out and the men all 
quit work. 

In the Panhandle yards all the fircmon 
and enginoera joined tho strikers, aa did a 
number of the Fort Wayno men. On the 
Santa Fo 50 freight handlers refuaed to 
handle cars switched by non-union croWB 
and atrikera. They marchod in a body to 
tho union headquarters whero they organ- 
ic id a looal union. On account of the action 
of the Milwaukee in handling a Pullman 
car and refusing to withdraw from tho man- 
ager's association, a general striko wae or- 
dered, hat tho men aubBequontly returned 
to work. Tho action of General- 
ManBger Newman of tho Lake 
Shore in working tho switch tower 
for Reck Island traina, cauBed tho union 
to dtclaro a Btriko. Strikes were also de- 
clared on tho Nickel Plate, tho Noith-ru 
Indiana, Rig Four and tho Colorado Mid- 
land. On the Big Four tho complaint, is 
that the company has Pullman cars at Cin- 
cinnati. The order for a general Btriko on 
the Gould ayBtom has also been issued. On 
account of the Michigan Contral ^ being a 
member of tho gonoral managora' associa- 
tion, a strike waa ordoted on that road and 
almoat immediately a number of yardmen 
and roadmen wont out. 

~Ic waa reported at union headquarters 
that the railroad companies had aaked the 
Weatern Union and Pootal telograph com- 
panies to supply them with mon to take tho 
places of striking operators on the different 
divisions, and, acting on the same, tho 
union officers are threatening to cause a 
striko amoog Western Union operators, who 
have rocontly joined tho union. A general 
tie-up of the Union Pacifio has b;en at- 
tempted, and the men on tho Iowa division 
of the Chicago, Great Western have been 
ordered out. Union officials soy that thure 
is nothing in tho reports that tho employes 
of tho Chioago, Groat Western, Chicago 
elevated roads and tho street oar lines have 
been asked to striko. A complete tie up 



was reported on the Monon as far south aa 
Li Fayette, Ind. 

Late last night it waa announced that on 
understanding 'had been arrived at by the 
union . tibials and tbe grand offioorsof tho 
brotherhood.

Strlkrs 
among tho firemen will bo ordered on nil 
roads in consequence. Tho engineers of 
threo divisions in Chicago have agreed to 
take advantago of tho interpretation of the 
rules by Chief Arthur and roturn to work 
with green crows. 

What is looked upon as a significant move 
on tho part of the capitalists, aB the union 
designates all employers, waa tho visit to 
heariquartors yestorday of P. H. Studebaker 
of Studebaker Bros. Mr. Studebaker is a 
large stockholder in the Pullman company, 
and while the conference between him and 
tho union officials was secret, it was given 
out that it was for the purposo of arranging 
for a meeting. It is not known whother the 
suhjeot will be a compromise with the Pull- 
man company or a protection to the Stude- 
bakor worka, 

Washington, Juno 30.— Attorney Gen- 
eral Olney'a position that any car carrying 
mails ia sacred from interference, has 
arousod a feeling among labor unions. Mr. 
Kyle intends to offer a resolution in tho 
senate declaring that the detachment of 
Pullman cars Bhall not constitute an offence 
against the United States lawe. 

Chicago, Juno 30.— Thero waB a stormy 
mooting of engineers, firomen and conduc- 
tors last night. Somo of those preBout told 
tho officers of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tivo Fagineors somo plain facts. Tim engi- 
neers are apparently tired of working with 
non-union orows. Tho division chief of 
enginoera, fearing the engineers would 
Btriko, doclarod tho meeting adjourn- 
ed. Two hundred engineers employed 
on tho Chicago, Great Eastern, Chicago 
Northwestorn, North Paoific and Wisconsin 
Contral at a mooting decided to go out this 
morning. They juBtify tho Btriko by saying 
in tho last letter received from Chief Ar- 
thur it gave them authority to rofuse to 
work with non-uuion crewa. Tho Union 
Stookyarda Railway and Transit Company 
is completely tied up this morning. 

Denver, Col., June 30.— Three hundred 
members of the American Railway Union 
declaro they will lay a potition before tho 
United States court on Monday asking that 
tho receivers of tho Atchison railway bo 
prosecuted for interfering with the mails. 
Tho potition sotB forth that tho employes 
offered to move all trains and requested to 
be allowed to movo tho mail car, but that 
tho receivers refused to order tho train nut 
unless tho Pullmans went along. Tho 
AtehiBou to-day is paralyzod. 

Hahmond, lnd., June 30. — Tho situation 
here thia morning is a waiting one, both on 
the part of the mob and the sheriff. Tho 
latter haB asked tho government for troop's to 
aid him in releaeing the traina of the Monon 
and Erie roads, [which have been captured 
during the past two doya and aro still hold, 
Chicago, Juno 30. —Tho American Rail- 
way Union haa given out the following bul- 
letin to tbe press : "In reply to a tele- 
gram from General Manager Seala, of tho 
Mobilo & Ohio, stating that that road had 
cr.t off all PullmanB, and asking for an 
order releasing tho tie-up. President Debs 
yestorday afternoon wired an order to tho 
Mobilo & Ohio asking whother it was a 
member of the General Managers' Associa- 
tion. If not, an ordor will be Bent the men 
to return to work. President Debs atatea 
that twenty-five organizers havo sent Eaat 
to organize Eaatern roads, and that every 
road represented in the General Managers' 
Aasociatiou, whethor pulling Pullmans or 
Wagnora, will be boycotted and tied up. 
An official notice to thia effect will bo 
isaued. All the Alton yardmen who had not 
joined the strike have gone out, 

Laat night all tho important division 
points and terminals of tho Alton were tied 
up. Positive orderB woro issued to tho com 
mitteo in charge of tho Rock Island to tie up 
that road at any coat. Telegrams wero sent 
out along the line instructing tho union men 
to quit work and asking assistance from all

THE OPPOSITION LEADER. 

Nothing has been Baid by the leading men 
of tho Opposition in Victoria about a leader 
for their party. In Vancouver and other 
places wherB the Opposition feel themselves 
strong, speakers do not hesitate to repudi- 
ate the Hon. Mr. Boaveu as tho leader of 
the Opposition. They speak of that gentle- 
man in a very contemptuous way and recog- 
nize Mr. F. C. Cotton as thoir leader. It 
would appear that the former admirerB of 
Mr. B.."iven acquiesce in the deposition of 
their o'd lewder, for they have not protest- 
ed dgsioat it, neither have they— publicly at 
any ra e— repudiated the leadership of Mr. 
Cotton. Under ordinary circumstances 
this would be a matter of very little conse- 
quence, bub there are considerations which 
make it surprising that soma of the Oppo- 
sition p^rty in different partB of tho pro- 
vince do nob repud'uto Mr. Cotton as loader 
mcrj promptly and mora emphatically than 
the late Independents do Mr. Beaven. It 
might be supposed that they would consider 
that they owed it to thoinselvos as well as 
to their party to refuse to be looked upon as 
th<9 followers and partisans of Mr. F. C. 
Cotton. 



A DISHONORABLE OPPONENT. 

Mr. A Williams did not appoar to advan 
tage, euhcr as a gentleman or an honorable 
opponent, when ho tried to load tho electors 
of Chilliwack to believe that Colonel Baker's 
objret in exerting himself to relievo the ne- 
cessities of the suffererB by the flood 
was to gain voters, and when ho 
read wh&t purported to be an 
tract from a privato letter to deepen the 
impression, ho was endeavoring to make. 
Mr. Williams know perfectly well that tho 
Provincial Secretary was doing what was 
simply hie duty when he personally super- 
intended tho distribution of relief to the 
settlers. It was work that could not b 
properly left to subordinates. If Colonol 
Baker hud hurried away to Koote- 
nay immediately after tho dissolu- 
tion, and left the work of relieving 
the settlers to hirelings, or if ho 
postponed it until tho flood had abated, 
would not Mr. Williams havo denounced 
him anil she Government of which ho ia a 
momber at overy public meoting at which ho 
spoke for heartleEsneas and negloct? And 
he would havo good grounds for his stric- 
tures, no matter how aovoro thoy might be. 
But to try to make capital out of his efforts 
to help tho settlers and to organize a system 
undor which thoy could got seed for a new 
crop aa soon as tho ground wus fib to receive 
it, was an example of mean and pettifogging 
politica which ia fortunatoly very aoldom 
seen in this or any other country. It ia on 
a par with tho discreditable effort of the 
Columbian to lead tho public to boliovo that 
the supplies sent by Col. Bakor were not fit 
to bo used. 

Wo do not wondor that the honest farmors 
of Chilliwaok showod in a very emphatio 
manner that thoy did not approve of tho 
contemptible methods of both tho lawyor 
politician and the nowapapor editor. With 
audi an exhibition of tho contemptible 
methods of tho Opposition boforo them, it 
ia not surprising that tho olootora of Chilli- 
wack do not look with favor on its ropro- 
aentativo man, Mr. Kitohon. It is tho tes- 



timony of all who had opportunities of 
observation that Col. Bakor nobly did his 
duty in tho valley of the Fraaer in a trying 
time in moro senses than one. His conduct 
waB that of a zealous servant of the people 
and a large and tender-hearted man, and we 
aro glad to know that his services are ap- 
preciated by those whom he waa aont to 
help. Mr. Williams and men of his calibre 
and his epirit will find it impossible to pre- 
judice tho farmora of the Fraaor agaiuBt the 
man whoso every aot when ho was among 
them showed that he waa actuated by some- 
thing higher and bettor than a deaire to 
further the interests of a political party. 

WORK, NOT BOASTING. 

Tho supportors of tho Government will 
not, we trust, pay any attention to tho oleo- 
tion predictions and assurances which they 
see in tho newspapers. Thoy should boar in 
mind the saying of Sir John Macdonald, that 
" tho two most uncertain things in tho world 
aro an election and a horse race." Aa no 
ono can read the minds of his fellow-coun- 
trymen, near and remote, bo no ono can pro- 
nounce with anythirg liko certainty on the 
result of an oleotion. There ia only ono way 
in which tho elector can enaure tho return 
of tho Government candidates, and that ia by 
voting right himself and by doing all ho can to 
get those over whom he hue any influence to 
voto right too. When any mombor of a 
party acta aa if tho result of tho oloction do 
pended upon tho way in which he voteB and 
workB, that party is Buro to givo a good 
account, of itself at tho polla. 

Guessing and calculating go for very little 
when the votes are being counted, but hon 
est voting and intelligent working go for a 
very groat doal. It is far better for each 
individual voter to consider the result of the 
eloction uncertain until the last moment 
than to bo cocksuro and wasto valuable 
time and needed energy in bragging and 
prophesying. Nothing ia easier than for a 
man to docoive himaelf aa to tho proBpeota 
of hia party and there are aorro who boliovo 
that it ia equally oany to doceive othora. 
But bragging doeonotdonoarly somuohinthe 
way of encouraging friends or discouraging 
opponents as many appoar to imagine. It in 
fact of ton has an effect exactly tho oppoBite 
of that hoped for by the boaster. It makes 
thoso who believe him too confident and it 
stimulatea his opponents to greater exer- 
tions. Those then who do not want to hurt 
their own cause and at tho same timo to 
Bpur up thoir opponents will do very little 
boasting or prophesying. 

THE PULLMAN STRIKE. 

The strike, or boyoott, whioh has thrown 
tho railways of the Western and North- 
western States into confusion ia a very 
aingular one. The Pullman Car Company, 
according to the representations of the load- 
ing members of tho firm, havo been forced, 
owing to tho business depression, to lower 
the wages of their employes. Thoy did 
everything they could to keep thoir work- 
shops in operation, even to taking contracts 
for leaa than what they knew were paying 
prices. In order to prevent them losing 
moro than they could bear they were forced 
to cut down tho wagea of their work-people. 
They had either to do that or close their 
workshops altogether. But the men would 
not submit to the reduction and declared a 
strike. The Company wore, in consequence, 
forced to close their workshops. 

Tho American Railway Union then, it ap- 
pears, took up tho case of the Pullman em 
ployes and directed its members not to han 
dlo Pullman ears in any way or to work on 
trains of which Buch cars formed a part. 
Obedienco to this order on the part of the 
train handa of tho differont roads led to Bori- 
ouB disagreements with other railway com- 
pmiea and theso disagreements have caused 
complication, the end ef wnigh it is diffi- 
cult to foresee. The American newspapers 
are full of accounts of fltrikes on railroads 
and of attempts to bring about a bettor un- 
derstanding botwoen tho companiea and 
their employee. So far there is no sign of 
their coming to an agreement. Tho com- 
panies aro endeavoring to run their tr&ina 
by non-union men and men whose unionB 
aro not connected with tho American Rail- 
way Uoiou, and the strikers aro Bimply 
standing by inactive. There has as yot been 
noviolecco on either Bide. Tho roceivers 
who aro in char^o of tho Northern Pacific 
havo taken measures to assort tho authority 
of tho court whoso ugentB they aro. 

Tho wholo iesuo of tho success or failuro 
of this great Btrike, says tho Seattlo Poat- 
Intolligoncor, " thereforo rests upon the 
ability of tho railway companies to secure 
competent men to tako tho place of thoso 
who rofuso to handlo Pullman cars. If they 
are able to do this tho strlko will fail, or 
will degonerato into a Iawlons attack upon 
the rights of companies. If they aro unable 
to do it within a rousonablo length of time, 
tho chances aro that tho strikers will suc- 
ceed so far as tho temporary operation of the 
roada without Pullman cara ia concoruod." 
In these days tho buoccbs or failuro of a 
strike in a very groat moaBure depends on 
tho amount of support and sympathy it re- 
ceives from tho general public. So far as 
wo can seo public opinion in tho United 
States doca not favor this Pullman boyoott. 
Tho sympathios of tho great body of the 
peoplo seem to bo with the companies 
rather than with tho striken. 

TWENTY-SEVEN YEARS. 

The child who waa born on tho day in 
whioh tho union of tho provinces of British 
North Amerioa waa consummated is now a 
man. Tho changes whioh ho has undorgone 
in those twenty-seven nob very ovent- 
ful yo*ra are not much greater than those 
who havo watched the growth and develop- 
ment of this Dominion havo witnessed. 
Thoy havo soon a number of soattorod and 
comparatively inaignifioant colonics gradu- 
ally dovolop into a closoly united 
commonwealth whioh attracts tho at- 
tention and commands tho consider- 



ation of tho whole oivilizod world. 
There is nob a part of the Dominion which 
has not grown and improved during those 
twonty-aoven years. Provinces and terri- 
toriea whioh then did not exist have been 
created and grown into importance. Vil- 
lages havo become towna, towns cities, and 
oitiea have increased wonderfully in popula- 
tion, in wealth and in imporcuneo. Ib is the 
fuBhion with some to complain that the de- 
velopment of the Dominion ia slow, but 
tho man who is old enough to remember 
what British America waa liko in 18G7, will 
wonder how ao many and audi groat changes 
could havo boon mado in bo short a timo. 
British Columbia, for instance, was then 
almost a terra incognita to tho inhabitants of 
the other colonies, separated from them by 
an almost immeasurable wilderness and a 
Boa of mountaiuB, and reached only by a 
long and toilaomo journey, or by a voyage 
still longer and moro unattractive Now the 
journoy from ocean to ocean is a moro 
pleusuro trip, and the wilderness haa bocome 
dotted throughout its wholo length by cities, 
townB, villages and sobtlements which ate 
every year increasing in size and importance. 

Twouty-sevon years ago tho inhabitants 
of the different colonies wore atrangora to 
oach other. People in tho far Kaat and the 
far Wo8t talked ubout Canada ao if it woro a 
foreign country, and although being of tho 
samo race and speaking the same language 
they wore separated by prejudices and 
joalouaies that in some eases had become 
almost antipathies. But now Cana- 
dians aro ono peoplo, old prejudices 
have almoBB completely died out, 
and old distinctions havo been nearly ef- 
faced. In a very few years thoro will bo 
fewer differences between the English 
speaking provinces of tho Dominion than 
thoro aro between tho inhabitants of the dif 
feront counties of tho Old Country. 

The success of the Canadian Confedera- 
tion haa been so remarkable and has pro 
ducod 

as an oxampl 

of Great Britain ought to follow, and Borne 
enthusiasts consider it aB a forerunner of 
the Confederation of the wholo British Em- 
pire. So rapidly has this idea grown and so 
favorably has it been received that thoro is 
sitting to-day in Ottawa a Conference of the 
representatives of the wholo Empire, assem- 
bled to devise the moans by which this idea 
may become an accomplwhed f&dti.

VANCOUVER, July 1. — (Special) — Blankly 
Is tho numo of the man who, with a gunny- 
sack mask, a la Ku Klux elan, has boen 
terrorizing passengers by the Cariboo stago 
and robbing the express. He waa brought 
doivn by Superintendent Hussey and hiB in- 
telligent co-wor'kero, and is now Bafely 
lodg'od in Kamloopa uil. Blankly twice 
within ten days " hjld up" tho Cariboo 
Btngo and compelled tho driver to empty 
all tho valuables, including tho express 
choat, in tho middle of tho road. 

Tho highwayman was identified by his 
gunnyaack, which ho Btolo from a woman ho 
waa boarding with, named Hamilton. _Tho 
gunnyaack bore tho trade-mark of " Pinch- 
bock," and wa« found at tho scene of tho 
robbery. 

Blankly was an outlaw before his capture, 
having attemptod to kill a man with an axe. 
Ho had been living by robbing Chinamen of 
their gold, of which he hud a quantity in his 
poseesaion. Tho Chinamen in Cariboo aro 
jubilant at Blankly'a arroBt. They say ho 
often stood over thorn for hours; with a load- 
ed gun making them wash gold for him, and 
that ho robbed them in this way of thousands 
of dollars. 



A SUNDAY FIRE. 

Dixl Ross i Co.'a Grocery Catches Fire From 
a Vagrant Spark. 

Tho roof of Dixi H. Rosa & Co.'s grocery 
on Government street caught firo last oven- 
ing shortly after soven o'clock, and P. W. 
Wiggles, who saw it, turned in an alarm 
from box 14, Prompt to answer, the bri- 
gade wus on hand in a twinkling, ladders 
were run up to the top of the building, axoa 
Boon stripped off the shingles among which 
the firo had caught und a ntream from tho 
chemical was turned on. The steim firo 
eDgino John Grant, reela and truck were on 
hand, but tho steamer although made ready 
for sorvice was not required, though a 
small stream of wator in addition to that of 
tho chemical was used to sprinklo the roof 
and provont any spread of tho fire. Assist- 
ant Chiof M. J. Conlin, who was in ohargo 
in tho abaonco of Chief Deasy, handled tho 
firo very judiciouBiy, so as to pre- 
vent as far as possible tho contents 
of tho store boiug injured by using too much 
water, and tho blnzg waa put out promptly 
and efficiently. It was apparent that a 
Bpjrk from the chimney of the adjoining 
restaurant hod lodged in tho shinglodroof of 
tho grocery and had caused tho trouble. 

The dam ago dono by wutor to the grocery 
stook it was impossible to estimate laat 
night, but ic will probably not bo heavy, 
though on the uppor floor ure stored meals, 
teas and other light goods that ure easily 
damaged. The police woro on hand and 
rendered tho firemen's duty easior by keep- 
ing the crowd back and leaving a dear 
space to work in. 

A good deal of just indignation waa caused 
by the thoughtless action of a fireman, who 
as the chemical was being driven away 
"squirted "a jst from tho hoao over the 
crowd. Several gentlemen complained to 
Acting Chief Conlin, whopromiaed to look 
into the matter und have the offender pun 
iahed.

An Attempt to Be Made to Travel Inland From 
Cape Commerell to Victoria. 

Five men will leave Victoria by the 
Danube to morrow on a trip of exploration. 
Their objective point is Cape Commerell, at 
the extreme northern end of Vancouver 
island, and tho intention is to traverse tho 
island from one end to the other with tho 
idea of exploring tho unknown interior and 
afterwards publishing tho roaulta. Tho ut- 
most reticence has been observed as to tho 
details, and tho members of the party aro 
under promises of soorecy, so that of course 
it is impossible to say who is the promoter of 
the scheme. It has leaked out, however, 
that Rev. Mr. Bolton is to be tho lender of 
tho expodition, while J. A. Magee, of Sno- 
qualmie, a well known timber oruiscr, goes 
along as guide. A photographer and 
Bketuhcr, Mr. T. B. Norgato, has 
been secured, and tidings of tho 
progress mado on the arduous jour- 
ney will bo aont to tho outside world 
by means of currier pigeons to be taken 
from Victoria. All the necessaries for the 
trip, including a small tent, will be packed 
on tho backs of tho men who, in addition will 
each carry a rifle. A peculiar and apparent- 
ly comical featuro of the dross is that plug 
hats ure to adorn tho heads of tho hardy adven- 
turers, as it is asserted that tho glosay silk 
hat slips through the bruah much easier 
than any other form of hoadgoar. Overalls 
will protect tho lower extremities of the 
party. Aa nearly as possible a bee line will 
be followod between Cape Commerell and 
Victoria, and it is expeated that two months 
will bo required to complete the journey.

Nanaimo, July 1. — (Speolat)— The minora 
and mine laborers of tho New Vancouver 
Coal Company, at their mass meoting to- 
morrow (Monday) morning, will dtcido the 
quostion as to whother the cuBtomary thirty 
days' notice bo givon of thoir demand for a 
return to tho old district prices or not. In 
addition to this it is expected that othor 
matters will be discussed, tho moat imporant 
beiiig tho abolition of tho existing agreement 
between tho union and tho company. At 
present tho union and the company work in 
harmony. Tho company agrees to employ 
none but union men and to co-operate with 
tho executivo of tho union in tho enforce- 
ment of any changes affeoting cither's inter- 
ests. Tho union ia also bound to conoult 
with tho management boforo making any in- 
novationa and, in particular, is bound to givo 
thirty days' notico of any demand in con- 
nection with the working of tho mines. 
There is a Btrong feeling among the minors 
that it will be mutually beneficial for this 
agreement to bo dissolved and for 
both tho union and the company 
to act independently of each other. 
Northfiold matters will also bo fully 
gono into, and it is to be hoped definitely 
sottled, for thore is not tho slightest doubt 
that this ia tho truo cause of dissension. It 
must bo fully borne in mind that despite 
such expressions aa " demands " and " dia- 
eonsion," thore iB no feeling of hostility. 
Cureful inquiry among the employes of tho 
company thoroughly juatifieB your corres- 
pondent in atating that the solo object that 
uctuatos tho men in the stand they are now 
taking is to bring about what thoy judge to 
be for themaelveB a moro equablo state of 
affairs. 

At tho meeting hold last Friday, whilst 
there were, aa might bo expected, a few 
dissenting voices, tho great majority ex- 
pressed in no uncertain tones their confid- 
ence in tho management and their belief in 
Mr. RobinB' Btatement that ho would do all 
he could to meet their wishes. Still the men 
feel justified in demanding a return to the 
rates of pay that prevailed prior to the 20 
per cent, roduutiou, and to obtain this it 
would appear that they are willing, for a 
timo at least, to have tho output of the 
colliory greatly restricted. Tho claim 
put forth by the company praotically 
amounts to this, that tho preaont oondition 
of the coal market doos not warrant any in- 
crease in tho oxpenso of operating, and aa for 
aa can be aaoortaiued there is no immediate 
prospect of improvement. A good deal of 
reference waa made to the WilBon tariff by 
tho men ut thoir meeting and Mr. Robins 
also referred to it in his Btatement. Tho 
opinion prevailing among the men is that, 
the reduction of the duty on coal from 75 
to 40 centa will materially benefit tho com- 
pany and they naturally wish to reap some 
of the advantage themselves, though it is 
questionable whether such will be tho caso. 
Superintendent Robins does not consider 
the reduction great enough to have any 
marked effect upon tho coal market so fur 
as the British Columbia productis concerned, 
yet from thebitteroppositiontbatwasoffered 
to this clause in the Wilson tariff by the 
representatives of the mine owners both in 
Congress und Senato it would appear that 
tho coal operators on tho other Bide think 
difforently. 

With regard to Northfiold : For a long 
timo past, in fact from the timo tho mine 
was first oporuted, it has been an unprofit- 
able concern and a constant source of worry 
to tho company, as well as being a detri- 
ment to tho town omploycB. The Northfield 
and town men appear to agreo that it would 
bo hotter for all concerned wero th ia pit 
closed down. As things are, tho North- 
field men, with the exception of tho com- 
pany hands, are not earning sufficient to 
buy food, so that, unless more work can bo 
guaranteed, it would be bettor for them to 
have tho mine ihut down at onco, as they 
could then oithor got work in town or go 
elsewhere. Tho loas on tho Northfield mine 
has, of courso, to ho borne by the other 
mines, cau»ing an apparent unprofitable- 
ness in their operation. What the men 
loem to want iB to have the Northfiold mine 
olosed, and tho employes from that mine 
given work in No. 1 or Protection shaft, 
both of which pita they believe could then 
bo worked with profit full time, oven with 
a return to tho former rutes of pay. Mon- 
day's meeting will decide much and its 
outcome is anxiously awaited by tho whole 
community, for, directly or indirectly, 
over citizen of Ninaimo is deeply concorned 
in the welfare of tho Now Vunoouver col- 
liery, its management and men.

The Bower of beautiful womanhood 
Ls poouliar to no special soil or country. 
The American beauty has a color and 
fragrance all her own, no less than her 
French sister. The English and Spanish 
blossoms vie with their Austrian and 
Italian cousins, and men have loved and 
died for the one as passionately and as 
recklessly as they have loved and died 
for the other. 

But the all around charms of the Amer- 
ican woman bear away the palm. Her 
typo is universal and combines Spanish, 
Italian, French, Russian and English 
charms. The fair perfection of the An- 
glo-Saxon race is happily illustrated in 
the deep blue eyes, blond hair and bright 
skin of our own Mrs. Yznaga of New 
York, while the olivo skinned, dark eyed 
Mrs. William Waldorf Astor aptly ex- 
emplifies the glorious warmth of color- 
ing of the Italian beauties. Mrs. Fred- 
erick Gebhard, nee Miss Louise Morris of 
Baltimore, is a somibloud in the mag- 
nificent Junoesque mold of a Russian 
goddess. She is a larger woman than 
her famous rival, the Jersey Lily, but 
is thought by many to resemble her. 

With their cosmopolitan types of 
beauty, these American women of ours 
possess a correspondingly cosmopolitan 
attractiveness of personality. They have 
the wit, piquancy, vivaciousness and 
gracoof their Parisian mentors, together 
with tho frank, fresh, simplo natural- 
ness of their Anglo-Saxon cousins, nnd 
into this is leavened a bit of tha Span- 
iard's soft, languishing coquetry, with 



nonnoed degree, Sho is not a clever 
woman. She seldom gloams and never 
shines — conversationally. 

Tho Frenchwomen of today are pret- 
ty, witty, gay, agreeable. They -aro grace- 
ful and sparkling, but neither in tho 
Faubourg nor on tho stage cau I recall 
a great beauty. 

But tho galaxy of stars illuminating 
tho Austrian court cannot bo surpassed 
iu any constellation of the world. Tho 
empress of Austria is considered the

the cleverness, accomplishments, philos- 
ophy and arch gayety of the Russian aris- 
tocrat. 

But with all theso evidences of a 
mixed race the American woman has a 
femininity quito her own, a charm that 
proclaims, tho stars and stripes however 
f ar she may flit from her own land. She 
possesses that indescribable fascination, 
that clever, elusive, bright, tender win- 
l.orjcnsss, that gains for her not only tho 
admiration but tho homage of tho world, 
particularly that idiosyncratic young 
branch of it known as Johnny Bull, for 
whatever may bo said of the supremely 
presumptions self satisfaction of the 
young English scions it must be admit- 
ted that they do justieo to our American 
offshoots feminine. They swoop down 
upon somo of our fairest flowers and 
bear them as triumphantly ncross the 
water as did our own Vigilant bear 
away tho fino old international cup. 
One has but to penetrate tho sanctums 
of London social life to find such trans- 
planted exotics as Mrs. Arthur Paquet, 
Mrs. Joseph Chamberlain, Lady Ran- 
dolph Churchill, tho Countess of Essex, 
the Duchess of Manchester, tho Duchess 
of Marlborough and dozens of equally 
charming daughters of America, all of 
whom hold their own with grace and 
dignity among tho British women. 

The English girl is. tho perfection of 
fine, vigorous, well formed, agreeable 
womanhood. Her charms are peculiar- 
ly those of an absolutely healthy, honest 
hearted woman. Her capacity for being 
handsome is enormous, but she is rarely 
beautiful. Tho ladies of the royal fam- 
ily are neither handsome nor beautiful, 
but they possess fine, aristocratic fea- 
tures, which in royalty is rather to bo 
desired than even tho most ravishing 
beauty of a common brand of humanity. 
The lady who can boast the distinction 
of being the only woman of whom tho 
Princess of Wales has ever condescend-

most beautiful woman on a throne. She 
has a finely modeled, .delicate figure, 
wide, dark eyes and It luxurious mass of 
fine, silky black hair. 

Another famous beauty of tho Vien- 
nese court was the imfortnuaro Marie 
von Versera, whoso tragic death by tho 
sido of the Austrian Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph has bequeathed to her memory a 
touching connection with that of tho 
young prince. The illustrious rival of 
Mario von Versera, tho Crown Princess 
Stephanie, though an alien by birth, im- 
mediately upon her marriage joined tho 
foremost rank of beauty in her adopted 
country. Her father, the Icing of Bel- 
gium, gave her a wedding more than usu- 
ally regal even for tho offspring of roy- 
alty, and Stephanio was pronounced to 
bo the most beautiful brido of tho dec- 
ade. Her wedding veil required tho 
skilled labor of 800 hire workers over 
four months to manufacture. A dupli- 
cateof it is now on exhibition in the fac- 
tory at Brussels where the original was 
made. 

In Italy, that laud of beautiful wom- 
en, where aristocracy of beauty is un- 
known, where tho humblest contadina 
possesses as large an inheritance of lux- 
urious, dark eyed, olive skinned loveli- 
ness as the bluest blooded siguorina of 
tho Pincian; in Italy, that land of ex- 
traordinary mellowness in human beau- 
ty, where tho bright rags of the beggars 
set off Choir fine, rich tones in a pleas- 
ing picturesquencaS — in Italy it is diffi- 
cult to cull out any ono particular blos- 
som from among, its fellows.

LOSING HOPE. 

Changes In the Original Draft of the Hawaiian 
Constitution— The Ei-Queen Doubtful 
of tho Outcome. 

Honolulu, Juno 28.— [Per Bteamer Aus- 
tralia to San Francisco.]— Tho constitutional 
convontion has been meeting for the last few 
weeks, and baa mado a number of changos 
in the constitut ion proposed by tho execu- 
tive oouncil. Oue of tho moat, important of 
theso changcB is that tho property qualifica- 
tion of senators has been reduced from $3,000 
to $1,500, and tho income qualification from 
$900 to SG00. Tho more radical momberBof 
tho convontion ohjeotod seriously to this, 
claiming that it will permit Kanakas to be- 
come mombera of tho upper houso. It hnn 
been decided to deolaro Provisional Presi- 
dent S. B. Dolo president of tho new repub- 
lic without tho formality of a voto. It is 
claimed that if this is not done tho royalists 
would tako almost any oath in order to ob- 
tain tho right to voto for president, in tho 
hopo of electing their candidate. 

The ox-Quoon has become fearful at last 
that tho United States does not intend to 
reinstate hor. Yestorday she sent a protest 
to all tho foreign diplomats here, requesting 
them not to rocognizo tho new republic, 
claiming sho is tho only lawful ruler of 
Hawaii. All of tho foreign representatives 
have returned horprotoalB unnoticed to hor, 
with tho exception of J. H. Woodhouee, 
English ministor. Ho will probably recog- 
nize hor claims, as ho is known to bo an 
ardent royalist. 

Tho now constitution will probably be 
adopted on tho 4th of July. Preparations 
are now being made to mako tho day one of 
the. greatest in tho Hawaiian calendar of 
holidays. 

A few days ago tho crow of the United 
Statos ship Philadelphia was brought 
ashoro for battalion drill. Tho next day 
tho captain of tho English mau-of-war 
Champion asked for tho Bame privilego, 
and it waB refused him. No reason was 
given for tho refusal, and government offi- 
cials refuse to talk of tho matter, but it is 
generally supposed that tho discourteous 
troatment of British Ministor Woodhouse 
toward this government fa at tho bottom of 
tho nffiir. 

Upon tho arrival of tho Australia on tho 
ltith, Ministor Willis promptly sent tho gov- 
ernment a lettor from Socretory Gresham 
which reported tho senate resolution on 
Hawaii passed on tho 31st and concluded 
with tho following expression : 

" The declaration that the pooplo havo 
tho right to establish and maintain Buch in- 
stitutions as they think best adapted to their 
wantB is outirely satisfactory to tho presi- 
dent." 

Great satisfaction at tho communication 
was i xp^essed by tho supporters of tho gov- 
ernment, it being tho first report of any otfi- 
cial declaration from tho United States gov- 
ernment of their intention not tj interfdro 
in the afLiira of Hawaii,

BEITISH COLUMBIA CROPS, 



Despite the Havoc of the Foods the 
Prospects Are Far From 
Discouraging. 



General Notes of the Production 
Throughout the Province- 
Orchard Pests. 



Tho general outlook for cropB this season 
in British Columbia ia excellent, both ub to 
quality and quantity. Tho floods in tho 
Eraser river district havo done an immense 
amount cf dmnafio, aB the extent of the ter- 
ritory flooded, in length 100 miles, and vary- 
ing in breadth from 10 to 20 miles, would 
render unavoidable ; but the loss has been 
greatly exaggerated in tho roports circulat- 
ed on the first news of the disaster. Most 
of tho farmers in the Delta and other flood- 
ed districts have re-Beeded their land, and 
expect to harvest a large oat crop, though 
tho wheat will bo u failure. Fair oropa of 
hay Bliould also be obtained, and if tho fine 
weather continues tho root crop will givo a 
heavy yield. 

In tho upper country — Okanagan and 
Spallumcheen districts— more land has been 
put in c?reals than in any previous year. An 
early spring has advanced them moro quiok- 
ly than usual und a very heavy harvest is 
looked for. Tho hay crop in these districts 
will bo fully 20 per cent, greator than last 
year's. In the lower districts of tho Main- 
land, which include those invaded by the 
flood, it is impossible to mako a correct esti- 
mate, but whilst the oats and hay will fall 
littlo if any below last yoar'a yield, practi- 
cally no wheat or barley will bo produced. 
On Vancouver ialund, the crops all round 
are excellent, and tho yield will bo at leaat 
10 per oent. groator than last season. 
Furmora have alroady commenced to gather 
in their hay which is of fino quality. Oats 
look wondorfully woll ; thoy are long in 
tho straw and very full in the ear, and no- 
thing but a continued wet spell can prevent 
an enormous yield. 

The hop crop throughout tho province 
promises well. This will Boon be one of the 
most important agricultural industries of 
British Columbia, and a few moro seasons 
like the present, which has been so favor- 
able to this fickle plant, will induce land- 
owners to make hop-raising a specialty. 
The area under hopa is at loaat a fifth greater 
than in 1S93, and the attention that haa b ;en 
brought to this industry will result in tho 
yield being doubled in the next three years. 

On tho Mainland tho potato crop in the 
upper country is fair, but in tho lower coun- 
try it will fall much bolow the average. On 
Vanoouver island potatoes look hotter than 
ever before, and the yield on tho island will 
probably be sufficiently great to supply any 
deficiency caused by the floods along the 
Fraaer river lands. 

There will be a big crop of plums and 
stone fruits of other kinds throughout the 
provicca, cherries promising especially well. 
There will be few if any pears except in one 
or two small districts, and the apple crop, 
save in isolated Bpots, will bo a complete 
failure, the woody apis being prevalent 
everywhere, and having played havoo with 
tho buds. On tho island, whero applea con- 
stitute a greator proportion of the orchards, 
this will provo a Borious loss. 

The board of horticulture are not yet in 
possession of complote returns of the cereals 
produced in the Province during 1S93, but 
the appended estimate will give a fair idea 
of the total produot in tons :

To theso figures muat be added tho re- 
turns from several important districts yot to 
be heard from, which will probably increase 
the total output at least 15 per cent, all 
round. * 

In comparing the prospects of this year 
with laat tho returns of wheat ond barley 
from the lower country must bo roduced at 
least 50 per cent., and the oat and hay crops 
in the same districts will be hardly as good 
as last season, but in other partB of the 
Province the yield of cereals will be at Ioasb 
20 per cent, greater than last year, ond the 
h&y fully 25 per cent, better.

His com- 
mittee and supporters are rabid opposition 
mon, the platform of principles laid down 
by thorn is antagonistic to tho present gov- 
ernment, and Mr. Hume, when ho coude-

plainly that he is an opposition candidate, 
or else ho must cut adrift entirely from tho 
clique who brought him out, disown them 
and their platform and caBt them oil for over. 
But ho will not do this, it would lay him 
open to the churgo of 8ailiog under falae 
colours, of attempting to hunt with tho 
hounds and run with the hare, and we havo 
too high au opinion of the private character 
ol Mr. Hume to anticipate for one moment 
that he would demean himself by conduct 
of that kin.l. Mr. Hume must now retire 
from the contest, avow himself openly ae 
seeking election as an opposition candidate, 
or lose his character aa an honest politician. 
We imagine tho latter is dearer to him than 
even a aeat in the legislature. But wo do 
not anticipate trouble of this kind. We 
prefer to turn n deaf oar to she rumorc that 
have been floating about to Mr. Hume's dis- 
credit. But ho muat remember that evil 
communications corrupt good manners and 
if ho will mix with und accept tho support 
■of the crowd he is in with now, ho must ex- 
pect to bo tarred with tho brush that ia used 
for them. 



PEARY'S ARCTIC EXPEDITION. 

Steamer Falcon Likely to Start at tho End of 
the Week. 

St. John's, July 1. — The steamer Falcon, 
which carriea tho Peary auxiliary expedition 
to Greenland, which arrived from Sydney 
with a full cargo of coal, haa discharged 100 
tons to mako room for a year's provisions 
ond other material which she must carry. 
She in having hor bottom cloanod. The 
officers contemplato buying a ship deck 
house for tho northorn trip in order to have 
plonty of accommodation and to dismantle 
it when it become nocossary to tako Peary's 
arctic house aboard. Tho Falcon wiil 
probably atart on Friday.

C'arnot's Assassination Ordered and the Mur- 
derer Chosen by Lot. 

— Tho police of Marseilles 
havo ascertained that tho asauasiuation of 
President Carnot was tho ,ulminatiou of a 
plot. The conspirators met last in Cetto 
They drew lota to detormino who should 
kill the President aud tho task fell on 
Santo. The police say they have clues that 
led to tho arrest of other guilty men. Sev- 
eral mon who wero arrested in Montpolior, 
owing to tho utterances of Laborie'a wife, 
have been examined ond discharged. 

Preaident Carnot'a body will bo laid in 
tho Panthoon besido that of his grand- 
father. The President shrank from visiting 
Lyons, and hesitated a long time, owing to 
weuriness, his health nover having recov- 
ered from the strain caused by tho fotoa in 
1SS9. However, when hia entourage men- 
tioned the rumors that the anarchists in 
Lyoua were determined to avenge Vaillant, 
he felt in honor bound to go. Sinoo Vuil- 
lont's execution ho haa roceived daily 
menacing letters. Ho disdained to notice 
them, und refused to take any precautions.

If, he Bays, tho ensuing 
winter Bhould bo Bovore tho mortality ainoDg 
stock will bo so hoavy that many farmers 
will not ho ablo to recover from their loBseB, 
Ho is of opinion that if tho sood can bo had 
farmers should sow millet and turnips only. 
Should tho fall bo favorable for harvesting, 
it is thought that stock may bo pulled 
through tho winter in fairly good condi- 
tion. Tho hardships which wore undorgoro 
in rescuing cattlo and other stock wero molt 
sevoie, and even now householders who 
were in pos3eeaion of good and comfortablo 
homes are encamped under the shelter of 
trees, others having taken possession of 
vacant cabins, which havo afforded them a 
totrtpc-ary rofuge, Mr. D.i.voy praises tho 
promptitude and tho liberality with which 
tho government employed all the availablo 
atoamera to ply up and down tho river in 
tho work of saving life and property. This 
ho and his neighbors say cannot bo ton high- 
ly bppreoiated, and Bhould commend itself 
to every citizen of the province. Both Mr. 
Beauford and Mr. Davoy strongly insist that 
in tho affording of any futuro relief to the 
BuffcrerB duo care should be exorcised in ita 
distribution.
